ORAL HISTORY PROGRAM 


Oral history, manuscript collection, archival 
records, and printed historical sources complement 
one another. Tape-recorded recollections often 
contain information not found in the written 
record. 


Certain basic procedures make oral history 
collections easier to describe, maintain, and render 
more accessible to the researchers. Interviews that 
reflect adequate preparation, attention to technical 
quality, and solid content are added to the collection 
as part of the Commission's permanent research 
resources. 


Oral history tapes are kept in cassette form for use by 
researchers. The creation and preservation of one 
hour on tape involves a substantial investment of 
time. Researchers are encouraged to make tapes of 
good technical quality and solid content. 


ORAL HISTORY AS SOURCE MATERIAL 


Sources for historical study are usually conflicting, 
incomplete representations of history "as it actually 
happened." Newspapers, personal letters, official 
records, and other historical sources all have 
strengths and weaknesses as tools for reconstructing 
the past. Before undertaking an oral history 
interview, the researcher should ask: "What 
information can this person's recollections add to the 
historical record?" 
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An oral history interviewer has a special 
responsibility to the historical record. Although two 
historians may differ, for example, in their 
interpretation of a newspaper account of Lincoln's 
assassination, the article itself will not change; it 
remains available for later scrutiny. An oral history 
interviewer, however, helps to create a primary 
document. By manner, assumptions, questions, and 
techniques the interviewer may taint the validity of 
information solicited. For this reason, the material 
recorded in an oral history interview should be as 
much as possible the creation of the narrator. The 
interviewer should not contrive information to 
support a pet theory. 


BACKGROUND AND QUESTIONING FOR 
ORAL HISTORY 


The quality of an oral history interview depends 
upon the interviewer's knowledge of the subject, the 
questions asked, and the narrator's responses. A 
scholar conducting oral history research cannot and 
should not control exactly what the narrator says, 
but should research the subject before the interview, 
make written suggestions about what the interview 
should accomplish and ask questions that will elicit 
reflective answers. 


Before writing to the narrator, an oral history 
researcher should have a solid idea of the interview's 
purpose. Consult published histories relating 
generally to your subject, check finding guides for 
more specific material, and be aware of primary 
material directly related to your interview. If you 
plan to interview a former elected official, know the 
history of her or his constituency, any biographical 
accounts that may have been written about the 
person, and consult contemporary accounts in 
newspapers and other sources in preparation for your 
interview. Introduce yourself to the narrator through 
a letter describing the conditions and subject of the

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proposed interview. Why do you think this person is 
important? What do you think the tape-recorded 
recollections will add to the historical record? Confirm 
the interview appointment by telephone. This allows 
the narrator to react to your letter, ask questions about 
the interview, and make additions to your suggestions 
for its contents. 


Begin the recording by casually stating your name, the 
date, the narrator's name, and the general subject of the 
interview. A typical recording session may last around 
two hours. Do not rush the narrator; do not ask painful 
questions immediately; avoid tactless interruptions to 
correct or expand what has been said; and try not to talk 
more than absolutely necessary. You can always return 
for another session. Scholars using oral history 
material realize that the narrator's memory may 
imperfect or the account biased. Encourage an honest, 
spontaneous memoir; no one should expect an oral 
history interview to be as well-organized as a book or 
an article. Note taking may encourage the narrator. 
Copies of your notes, correspondence, a summary of 
the interview, and a completed release form must 
accompany the tapes. 


WHERE TO LOOK FOR BACKGROUND 
PREPARATION IN ORAL HISTORY 
RESEARCH 


1. The American Historical Association's annual 
bibliography, Writings on 

American History, cites books and articles that can 
provide general background 

information on a variety of subjects. Also look in 
America: History and Life. 


2. The Harvard Guide to American History suggest 
basic works that can also 

provide general background material for oral history 
researchers. 


3. The Reader's Guide to Periodical Literature and 


the New York Times Index will 
lead you to literature on general trends of national and

international importance. 


4. Biographical directories are published not only for 
individuals of national and 

ixtamnational importance. but also for local and state 
leaders and significant 

individuals in many fields of professional endeavor. A 
reference librarian can lead 

you to these and other heiptful aids, if you are not 
familiar with them already. 


5. The General Commission on Archives and History 
as well as your local 

conference archives will have resources which will be 
useful in your preparation. 

These would include annual conference journals, and 
annual conference 

newspapers, as well as reports from the various 
boards and agencies of the 

denomination. 


6. Organizations and individuals with your narrator has 
associate may be good 
sources for background information. 


7. Tf all else fails, ask the narrator. Many people keep 
clippings, photographs, and 

scrapbooks of their lives, which you could consult in 
preparation for the interview. 

Don't hesitate to ask the narrator's advice on what to 
discuss. 


8. Consult secondary books and articles about oral 
history; someone may have 

already undertaken interviews similar to your own. 
William Moss, Oral History 

Program Manual, and Paul Thompson, Voice of the 
Past, discuss how to conduct 

interviews and the uses of oral history evidence; T. 
Harry Williams, Huey Long, is 

an excellent political biography which illustrates the 
value of oral history; 

Thompson's The Edwardians uses oral history to 
construct a group portrait of 

various elements in early twentieth-century Britain; 
and the oral History 

Association's Oral History Review publishes articles 
and books reviews on 
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techniques and uses of oral history. Any person 
seriously interested in oral history should be a 
member of the Association. 


9a In summary, don't go into an interview without 
adequate preparation. Your knowledge of the subject 
will impress the narrator and cause him or her to 
believe that you are worthy of confidence. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR ORAL HISTORY 
INTERVIEWERS 

1. Inform the narrator in advance of the conditions and 
subject of the interview. 

2. Experiment with you equipment before going to the 
interview, 

3. Test your equipment after your arrive. 

4. Remember that cassette tapes have a few seconds of 
"lead time" and do not 

begin to record the moment you turn on the machine. 
5. Use good quality, sixty-minute cassette tapes; 
longer tapes are more likely to 

break and shorter ones do not provide enough time on 
each side. 

6. Don't store used or unused tapes in a hot, cold, 
humid, or dusty place, The back 

window or dashboard of an automobile, for example, is 
not the best place to carry 

tapes to or from an interview. 

7. Record the date, place and names of the participants 
at the beginning of the 


interview. This should be done informally without a 
lot of fanfare. 
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8. Do not record near air conditioners in the summer 
or heating vents in the winter. 
Check electrical circuits for possible interference, 


9. Remember that a good interview is more a 
monologue than a dialogue. 


10. When a cassette reaches the end of side one turn it 
over to side two without 
rewinding it. 


11. If your recorder does not "click off" automatically 
at the end of one side of the 
cassette, remember to watch the time and change the 


tape. 
12. During the interview, do not fiddle with the tape 


recorder without a good 
reason. 


13. Punch out the "tabs" on the cassette immediately 
after you finish with it, but 

not before. This ensures that what you have recorded 
cannot be erased. 

14. If you are using an outside microphone, keep it on 
a small stand. Do not handle 

the microphone while recording. 

15. If you are using an outside microphone, do not 
pass it back and forth. 

16. Cassette tapes come in a case. Keep the case. It 
protects the tape from dust. 

17. Never use the same tape for interviews with more 
than one person. 

18. Never use the same tape for more than one session 
of an interview with the 


same person.

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19. Remember that an interview is not 
complete until you have obtained a valid 
certificate of gift or "release" form granting 
research access to the tape. Check with 
your conference archive or the General 
Commission on Archives and History for 
example forms. 


20. An interview is also not complete until a 
concise summary of the interview has 

been made. In some place, perhaps on the gift 
form, summarize the contents of the 

interview in a concise paragraph. Mention your 
name, the narrator's name, the date 

or dates of the interview, and events, times, 
people, and places discussed. Be 

specific in the description. 


21. Label your tapes. Write the narrator's name 
and the date on each side of each 

tape. For example: "Josephine Brown, October 
16, 1959, tape 1, side 2." If one side 

of a cassette is blank, write "blank" on that side. 


22. If the narrator has personal manuscripts or 
institutional records of historical 

significance, encourage him or her to donate 
them to a proper repository.

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Granny Vaughn's Little Cake 


After Granny and Grandpa moved to town and 
lived just up the street from us, we could visit them 
often. Almost every day Mom, Judy and | would walk 
up the street and talk a while, usually late afternoon 
when the day's work was done and Granny and 
Grandpa would be on the front porch. Once in a while 
though we'd go in the morning and sometimes early 
enough that Grandpa was still having his breakfast. His 
favorite breakfast then, and | think he ate it every 
day, was Granny's "Little Cake" and coffee. It was a 
plain white cake baked in a small black skillet and he 
would eat every bit of it. If we happened to get there 
while there was some left Granny would cut us a little 
slice. | remember it being so good and the smell of it 
baking so good and | would eat my piece slow 
because that was the only time | remember Granny 
making it. To her it was "Will's Little Cake" and the rest 
of us were lucky to get a bite. 


It's been a very long time since | tasted that 
little cake but the memory is so clear of Grandpa 
sitting at the little table in the kitchen with his plate 
and big thick mug of coffee, eating his little cake. | 
never saw Granny eat any of it and | don't know what 
she had for breakfast, but Grandpa always got his little 
cake as long as she was able to make it. 


If Granny had a written recipe | don't remember 
ever seeing one and | watched her cook many times. 
She just knew how to cook and better than anyone 
else, ever. 


When | started gathering material for this book | 
knew | couldn't make Granny's little cake but | hoped | 
could find something close to it. | almost gave up. 


| looked through boxes of clipped recipes and all 
my old notebooks as well as shelves of cookbooks. | 
made at least ten or twelve cakes that sounded 
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promising, but no luck. Some were a little like Granny's 
others didn't even come close. | began to doubt my 
ability to even judge the cakes. After all, it had been 
years; | was a little girl then, always hungry for a treat 
and | loved everything Granny made. I'll never know 
exactly how Granny made her little cake, | do know 
that her butter was fresh made from her own cow by 
her own hand. | know her eggs were from her own 
chickens who happily spent the day clucking and 
scratching around the pasture and came in to eat their 
corn and roost in their own little house at night. They 
went to bed early and woke up to the rooster crowing. 
If being happy chickens has any effect on their eggs 
then Granny cooked with good eggs. 


| don't remember what kind of flour or vanilla 
or baking powder she used, but | think the magic 
ingredient was Granny's "know how". 


After almost giving up | tried a recipe from one of 
my cookbooks titled, Virginia Hospitality, a book of 
recipes from 200 years of cooking. | made one 
change in the recipe. | left out one egg because | 
knew Granny's cake was white and another egg would 
make it too yellow and less dense. It was called a "Hot 
Milk Cake", but to me it is Granny's Littie Cake, as near 
as | can get. 


Granny's Little Cake 


Preheat oven to 325°. Combine 1/4 cup butter and 1/2 
cup milk in a small saucepan. Heat to almost boiling 
but DO NOT BOIL. In a bowl beat 1 egg and gradually 
beat in one cup of sugar. Beat well and add 1 tsp 
vanilla - Mom and Granny always used a capful of 
vanilla, using the vanilla bottle cap. Mix together 1 cup 
flour with 1/4 tsp sait and 1/2 tsp baking powder. Beat 
flour mixture into egg and sugar. Add the hot milk 
gradually and mix well. The batter will be thinner than 
regular cake batters. Pour into a greased or sprayed 8 
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or 9-inch pan. Bake about 30 min. | don't have an 8- 
inch skillet, but a pie pan does fine. 


You could put frosting on this or use it with 
berries or peaches and cream - or you could sit down 


at a little table in the kitchen with a big mug of coffee 
and eat it like Grandpa did. 


This story and recipe is from a family cookbook 
written by Mary Spainhour. The letter on the next 2 
pages were written by her daughter-in-law about this 
book and the recipes and stories included in it.

In 2003, my mother-in-law gave us one of the 
best gifts we've ever received. She wrote a 375 
page book called "Nanny's Kitchen: Memories 
and Recipes Written and Collected by Mary 
Spainhour." This book follows her family back a 
few generations all from the vantage point of life 
at the kitchen counter. Each chapter represents 
one family's set of kitchens: Nanny's (her mom). 
Granny's (her grandmother), aunt's, sisters... 
There is a family tree in the beginning and 
photographs throughout. Claude and she had 
over a dozen copies printed and bound as a gift 
to their children, grandchildren and a few other 
family members. 


1 use it as a cookbook, as a family record and 
each autumn, | carved out the tradition of using it 
as a form of entertainment. This tradition 
developed quite naturally because each fall | go 
searching for comfort foods, pies, cakes, cookies 
and holiday meals. | go to the book to find a 
recipe, | stay to meet Rich's "peopie" and visit 
with them. 


The year they gave us the book, | took it toa 
coffee klatch with Maggie and Kate and we 
laughed over Granny's recipe for oven baked 
possum and smothered squirrel. The following 
year we were here in California and | read about 
Mary's time living in Long Beach. Last year, while 
Rich was in Iraq, | wrapped myself up in stories 
about Rich as a child and his favorite childhood 
recipes. 


It's autumn again and i am reading about 
Nanny's many kitchens and family outhouses 
over the years. I've been pouring over the 
pictures of Nanny and Papaw who | met the first 
Christmas that | knew Rich (Christmas 1986 so 
20 years ago). I'm proud that |! 
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| came to the book today to check out the recipe 
for Granny Vaughn's Littie Cake. | glanced at the 
recipe as | flipped through the pages other times. 
But when we were in Arkansas earlier this month, 
Rich's mom made it for us. She makes it in a 
skillet and it looks like cornbread but tastes like 


Heaven. She served it with peaches she cut and 
froze this year and heavy cream. 


Mary had no recipe for this little cake. When she 
was a girl, her grandparents moved close enough 
to visit reguiarly and she and her sister would 
sometimes stop by in the morning. Nearly every 
morning her grandfather would be eating his 
favorite breakfast, a simple little cake. Rarely, but 
enough to whet her palate, there would be a bit 
let over and she and Judy could have it. Granny 
Vaughn called it "Will's Little Cake." 


She hunted for recipes and researched 
antique recipes and baked a dozen or more 
cakes seeking a recipe similar to it.

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THE CHOCTAW TRAIL OF TEARS 


ACROSS SOUTH ARKANSAS 
By Kitty Sloan 


Note: This summary was prepared for the Spring 
2005 program meeting of the Arkansas chapter of the Trail 
of Tears Association at Camden’s First United Methodist 
Church. It was written by Kitty Sloan, chapter president. 
Ecore Fabre, as Camden was then known, was a significant 
site on the early Choctaw Trail of Tears during the winters 
of 1830-31 and 1831-32 where many Choctaws died. 


In November 1831, four steamboats loaded with 
Choctaws left Vicksburg, Mississippi. The passengers 
were heading to the new Choctaw Nation along the Red 
River and its tributaries in what is now southeast 
Oklahoma. Many of them would pass through Washington, 
Arkansas, getting there by two very different routes. From 
Washington, they would travel west to Fort Towson and 
other emigration depots. 

Two of the four steamboats traveled north to the 
Arkansas River. Choctaws wanting to avoid the influences 
of Christian missionaries would travel along the river all 
the way to Fort Smith and beyond. Others would head 
south at Little Rock, taking the Southwest Trail to 
Washington. 

Two of the four steamboats, the Cleopatra, with a 
reported 600 Choctaws aboard, and the Talma, with 564, 
traveled south from Vicksburg, heading to the Ouachita 
River under the supervision of special agent Samuel T. 
Cross. Their leaders were some of the most prominent men 
in the Choctaw Nation: George W. Harkins and Joel H. 
Nail, who both returned to Mississippi to lead other groups 
west. Also on the Talma was chief Greenwood Leflore, 
who would return to Mississippi to stay. The Zalma also 
carried a large contingent of Choctaw Methodists. The 
ship’s captain later commented that “he never saw any 
people conduct better or appear more devout. They had 
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morning and evening prayers and spent much of their time 
on board the boat reading and singing hymns.” 

Leaving Vicksburg at the same time were about 300 
Choctaws heading overland with horses and cattle. 

On December 9, 1831, the Cleopatra and the Talma 
arrived at Ecore Fabre, then the head of steamboat 
navigation on the Ouachita River. The plan was to 
continue by wagon to Washington and then Fort Towson. 

But the Choctaws refused to proceed without the 
friends and relatives who were coming overland with the 
livestock. Concern about these others had prompted 
frequent stops along the river to inquire of their 
whereabouts. The weather had turned brutal with 
temperatures near zero. A Lake Providence, Louisiana, 
resident named Joseph Kerr, who later wrote two scathing 
letters critical of removal provisions, said it was the worst 
weather he had ever seen, with heavy sleet bowing and 
breaking even large trees. He also observed that most 
Choctaws were scantily clad. 

From Ecore Fabre, Cross and a search party headed 
back south on the Talma. By the time he found the 
overland travelers stranded in the Louisiana swamps, these 
Choctaws had gone six days without food. Many had 
already died. Cross brought 265 Choctaws and the 
surviving livestock to what is now Monroe. At about the 
same time, a larger steamboat, the Walter Scott, with about 
250 Choctaws, was stranded there, unable to ascend any 
further. The Walter Scott passengers, the swamp survivors, 
and 44 others found along the road were taken north on the 
Talma. 

All of these Choctaws, by now almost 1,800, ended 
up at Ecore Fabre in December 1831, awaiting the 46 
wagons that would take them west. On New Year’s Day 
1832, they finally left, reaching Washington in mid-January 
and two weeks later arriving at the official emigration 
depot “east of Fort Towson at McCann’s old place on Clear 
rte,” 

While camped at Ecore Fabre, many more perished. 
“We have had very bad weather,” tribal leader George W. 
Harkins wrote on December 28, 1831, in a letter that was 





later published in the New York Observer. “Since we 
landed at this place about twenty of Nail’s party have died 
and still they are continuing to die. Two of my party have 
died.” 

At the time, Elizabeth Nunn, widow of John Nunn, 
was operating the ferry across the Ouachita at Ecore Fabre. 
Ferriage payments to her are among the invoices in the 
removal records. In addition, she sold the government at 
least five cords of “wood for Indians while at the landing.” 

These were to be the last official removal groups to 
travel the Ouachita River route. Lack of good roads, 
bridges and ferries through the sparsely-settled region made 
overland transportation difficult. Plus, there were 
allegations of price-gouging, with removal agents paying 
$2 a bushel for corn when it could be purchased elsewhere 
for 50 cents a bushel. Later government-sponsored groups 
would take steamboats to Rock Roe on the White River and 
travel overland from there. 

But small, non-government groups continued to 
travel through Ecore Fabre. Thousands of Choctaws 
removed themselves independently of U.S. agents in what 

came to be called commutation groups. Those who did so 
were promised $10, later $13, to be paid at the end of the 
journey. These groups often crossed the Mississippi River 
at Point Chicot and traveled overland through Ecore Fabre. 

In fact, Special Agent Cross’s first assignment after 
leaving Ecore Fabre in January 1832 was to go to Point 
Chicot to issue “commutation tickets to those Indians who 
are moving on their own resources.” These travelers were 
expected to feed themselves by hunting along the way. 
Many of these groups encountered problems. Now they are 
also the most difficult to document. 
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Choctaws had been coming to the Ouachita River 
basin to hunt and live for hundreds, if not thousands, of 
years. But earlier American efforts to get the tribal 
government to move west of the Mississippi River had 
failed. 

In January 1830, however, Mississippi adopted 
legislation to abolish tribal status within the state. 
Choctaws pleaded with the federal government to protect 
their treaty rights. Instead, on May 28, 1830, Congress 
passed the Indian Removal Act. This led to the Treaty of 
Dancing Rabbit Creek, signed by a small group of tribal 
leaders on September 27, 1830. Even before ratification by 
the U.S. Senate on February 24, 1831, individual groups of 
Choctaws began moving west, totaling perhaps as many as 
1,000. 

The first of these groups left Mississippi in 
November 1830 and passed through Ecore Fabre, led by 
Methodist minister and physician Alexander Talley and 
Thomas Myers, a Methodist schoolteacher and interpreter. 
They arrived in Fort Towson in February after camping in 
42 places and spending five weeks building a ferry to cross 
the Saline River. Later, the U.S. government refused to 
reimburse Talley for money he spent to prevent these 
Choctaws from starving. 

In April 1831 a Washington, Arkansas, resident 
reported through the Arkansas Gazette, “Small parties of 
Choctaws are almost daily passing through to their country 
on our west.” 

A tribal census in 1830 counted 19,554 Choctaws, 
including 467 slaves. By 1834, when official removal 
ended, 12,500 Choctaws were in the West and 6,000 still in 
Mississippi. But Choctaws would continue to move west 
for decades. Choctaw Removal spawned numerous 
congressional investigations and tribal lawsuits, creating 
documentation that continues to help researchers today.

Spelling, as 
applied to surnames, in America was 
never rigid until the late 19th century. 
Most of the records in which you will 
find your ancestors were recorded by 
someone else - a court clerk, 
enumerator, minister or rabbi, and your 
own ancestor may spell his name three 
different ways in his holographic will, 
and sign it with a fourth version. If you 
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can't get over the surname spelling 
hump and look for all possible variants 
of your names, you will not be 
successful finding your ancestors. 


Towns named for your ancestors? It 
is much more likely that your ancestors 
took the name of a locality than vice 
versa. And, your ancestor who first 
passed along your surname as a 
hereditary one may have lived in the 
13th or 14th century, and you will be 
lucky to ever identify him. Use 
Surnames as a clue to, not proof of, 
origins. 


Rich & Famous? Royal and Noble 
lines? You may be related to someone 
rich and/or famous (even<gasp> 
infamous] of the same surname, but 
don't bet the farm on it. And, don't be 
deceived by commercial offerings of 
“family crests" or books about “your 
surname.” They are not real 
genealogies. Genealogies must show 
relationship between people (regardless 
of their names). Not everyone of the 
Same name is related, plus remember 
most of us descend from ordinary 
people. 


Now and then you will find a famous or 
infamous character hanging on your 
family tree. They are nice decorations 
and add color to your pedigree, but the 
real challenge is to trace those 
undistinguished folks who left few 
records and moved frequently. Be wary 
of accepting any noble or royal lineage 
without scholarly verification. Many of 
these lines are false and some have 
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Three Brothers. The three brothers 
myth probably arose from earlier 
researchers who were unable to find 
links between men of the same 
surname in different localities and just 
assumed they must be related -- 
somehow. No doubt there are instances 
of where three (or several) brothers 
immigrated to America, but don't make 
such assumptions based simply on 
surname. 


Accept no family legends on face 
value and do not allow them to blind 
you to possibilities that contradict 
the family tales. Actually, the real 
stories are much better than these 
tired old legends.
